A total of 1,631 Western Reserve area artists have entered The Cleveland 
Museum of Art's 56th annual May Show. They entered 2,821 works, the largest 
number of objects submitted to a May Show in more than a decade. Last year, 
1,293 artists entered 2,179 works. 

The niomber of this year's entrants is one of the largest on record. 

Nearly 700 artists delivered their works on Saturday, March 22, the last day 
of entry. 

As is usual, many of the works entered by artists were paintings. But 
there was a substantial increase this year in the number of textiles, photo- 
graphs, prints, pottery, and sculpture submitted. 

Judging of entries, by members of The Cleveland Museum of Art's pro- 
fessional staff, began on March 24. Results of the judging, with names of 
artists and works accepted for exhibition, will not be publicly announced 
until a preview of the Show on May 5. 

The May Show will open to the public on May 7 and continue through June 15.
